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Navy-Marine Force-Out Pay Gets O.K.; 


$6,000 Maximum For “Hump” Retirements 


RCE-OUT-PAY for Navy and Marine Corps officers involuntarily retired under 
new “hump” legislation has been approved by the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee. The program will cost about $15 million, spread over the next 60 years, 
However, not all of the 3500 captains, colonels, commanders and lieutenant colo- 
nels who will be forced to retire will receive the added pay. 


Those selected for promotion after the law takes effect and who are then forced 
to retire in their new grade at some future date will not receive additional compen- 
sation. They will be entitled only to their retired pay. 


Those serving as captains or command- 
ers or who already have been selected 
for promotion to those grades when the 
new “hump” plan becomes law, and who 
are forced to retire, will be given two 
months’ basic pay for each year of un- 
completed service. 

In the latter group, commanders who 
sre forced out will be given two months’

Air Force officials warn that without new legislation, promotion stagnation

Unless the Air Force wins authority to enlarge its senior officer ranks, promo- 
tions past the grade of major will be drastically curtailed for Regular officers. They 


will be virtually non-existent for Reser- 
vists. 

It is pointed out that without new leg- 
islation the odds are 200-to-1 against a 
newly-commissioned Reserve officer ever 
reaching the grade of major. The odds 
will be 20-to-1 against the new Reserve 
officer even reaching major. 

The basic Air Force problem, officials 
say, stems from the provisions of the Of- 
ficer Limitation Act of 1954. This re- 
stricts the Air Force to a maximum of 
311 field grade and general officers for 
each 1,000 officers on active duty.

Logistics Of Missile-Space Era Demand More Precise Management Controls; 
Tendency Is Toward Tighter Teamwork Between Producer And Combat Units 


BY GENERAL E. W. RAWLINGS

HE technological revolution in weaponry sparked by World War II has, in the 

last decade—and particularly within the last five years—created a whole new 
formula for airpower. New weapons of vastly increased strategic potential, such 
as the ballistic missile, have radically altered the operational patterns of possible 
future air warfare. They have also made it imperative that we develop an integrated 
air logistics system which can exploit to the fullest extent the tremendous capa- 
bilities of these weapons. Logistics has become, to an unprecedented degree, the 
controlling factor in their ultimate effectiveness. 

We have been building toward such a system for ten years—since it 
obvious in the early jet era that the performance of our weapons had outstripped 
our ability to produce and support them. However, developments of the early 1950's 
—the recognition of the need for a long-term alert; the firm definition of the role 
of airpower in our total defenses; and the designation of top priority to the ballistic 
Missile program—all tended to center our efforts more clearly on target and to 
give them added impetus. 

The new logistics system which first began to emerge at that time is shaped 
to three basic requirements created by 
our evolving weapons and strategies. 
First, it aims at a speed and flexibility 
of support commensurate with the op- 
rational potential of the weapons 
themselves, Secondly, it is geared to 
logistics “before the fact,” to continual 
Teadiness for instant and decisive re-

taliation, without reliance upon any 
extensive mobilization after hostilities 
begin. Finally, it is designed for eco- 
nomic feasibility over a long-term pe- 
riod of alert. 

The system still being forged to these 
specifications entails deep and far- 


reaching changes within both the mili- 
tary and industrial segments of the 
logistics complex and in the relation- 
ships between their many elements.

cers, those under investigation and those 
against whom courts-martial or board- 
proceedings are pending. 


e Officers who have completed at least 
14 years’ service must be given contracts 
which will carry them through to re- 
tirement, or they must be augmented 
as Regulars, or released. 

e Those officers released involuntarily 
will receive readjustment pay equal to 
% of one month’s pay for each year of 
service they have completed before the 
date of enactment of the law, through 
the first 10 years, and two months’ pay 
for each year over 10 which they com- 
pleted before the enactment date. How- 
ever, for readjustment pay purposes, 
they must have completed at least five 
years continuous active duty. Thus, such 
officers with the years of service indi- 
eated in the following chart would re- 
ceive the number of months readjust- 
ment pay shown:

e In addition, for all service after the 
effective date of the Act officers who 
were on duty when the Act went into 
effect will receive two months’ pay for 
each year they serve thereafter. How- 
ever, if an officer breaks a _ contract 
which he is given, he will receive no 
readjustment pay for the years involved 
in the broken contract, regardless of 
how many years he has completed in 
that particular contract. If the Service 
breaks the contract, the officer will re- 
ceive an additional month’s basic pay 
and allowances for each of the unful- 
filled years of the contract. 


For example: If an officer has 11 years’ 
service on the date the law is enacted, 
he will have completed 12 years of serv- 
ice by the date on which it becomes 
mandatory for the Service to either give 
him a contract or release him to inactive 
duty, If he is given a two-year contract 
and involuntarily released at the end of 
one year, he will be entitled to one full 
year’s pay, plus allowances for one year. 


2% OFFICERS COMING ON DUTY 
LATER 


@ Reserve officers called to active duty 
after the date of enactment of the bill 
must be given contracts as soon as they 
complete two years’ service. 

@ This does not apply to physicians, 
dentists, veterinarians, hospitalized offi- 
cers, those under investigation and those 
against whom courts-martial or board- 
Proceedings are pending. 

© As these officers complete 14 years’ 
Service they must either be given con- 
tracts to carry them through to retire- 
ment, be augmented as Regulars or re- 
leased to inactive duty. 


° Officers involuntarily released in the 
middle of a contract will receive re- 
adjustment pay equal to two months’ 
basic pay for each year served (except 
the first two), plus one month’s pay 
and allowances for each unfulfilled year 
of the broken contract.

For example: An officer with six years’

years, he would be entitled to only four 
months’ pay.

tract, or the two years remaining in the 
broken contract. 


e@ Officers who complete one contract 
and are offered another contract and de- 
cline will, nevertheless, receive’ two 
months’ pay for each year served, except 
the first two, 

The Defense Department slogan for 
this aspect of the bill is “A Completed 
Contract is Money in the Bank.” 

Deputy Assistant Secretary of Defense 
Stephen S. Jackson told the subcommit- 
tee: 

“This bill does not guarantee a career 
through to retirement for any Reservist. 
It does, however, assure the Reserve offi- 
cer going on extended active duty a clear- 
cut knowledge of what he is to expect by 
way of tenure. And, in addition, a very 
liberal payment in the event that he is 
not afforded the opportunity to serve the 
periods set forth in the contracts.” 

He said, “It is the first time, to my 
knowledge, that an officer will be paid 
an additional payment over and above the 
pay and allowances which he has re- 
ceived, even though he refuses to accept 
another contract and continue on active 
duty.” 

The payments for satisfactory service 
performed under a contract do not in- 
clude the first two years’ of the officer’s 
service, and all officers must have at 
least five years’ active duty to qualify for 
such payments, 


Deputy Assistant Secretary Jackson 
said the Navy will be “very, very restric- 
tive in the number of officers who get 
contracts after 14 years’ service.” Navy 
officials testified last year that most 
Naval Reservists will be released to in- 
active duty after completing 10 years’ 
service. 


Brig. Gen. George R. Mather, Army 
Deputy Director of Military Personnel 
Management, however, told the commit- 
tee the Army intends “to continue reten- 
tion of qualified Reservists on active'duty 
for 20 years.” 

Col. John T. Carlton, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Reserve Officers Association, 
said the present readjustment pay formu- 
la “is insufficient as an incentive for offi- 
cers to remain in the military service dur- 
ing the period when civilian jobs are 
plentiful and civilian pay schedules are 
favorable—and when a ‘RIF’ may be 
hanging over their heads.” 


He said the ROA supports the new pro- 
posal “as a whole” but thinks it contains 
“several weaknesses.” 


He noted that present regulations pre- 
scribe that Reservists may be eliminated 
from active duty if they are twice passed 
over for temporary promotion, He said 
the ROA is “fearful that the use of the 
two temporary passovers might be the 
indirect ‘RIF’ program of the future.” 

Colonel Carlton said the ROA is willing 
to accept the six-year contract provision 
for those with 14 years’ service and “ob- 
serve the results,” but if the provision 
turns out not to afford “protection” for 
such officers, the ROA will ask that it 
be changed. 

He recommended three changes in the 
active-duty agreement proposal. They are: 

e The Secretary of each Service should 
be authorized to retain Reservists on ac- 
tive duty after 20 years “without a writ- 
ten agreement.” 

e All officers presently on active duty 
with more than 14 years’ Federal active 
duty should be given contracts to carry 
them to retirement age. 

e Officers should not be required to 
repay the readjustment payments they 
receive, provided they later qualify for 
retirement pay.

Service Tenure Provokes Debate 


Do officers in the Armed Forces have 
any “guaranteed” tenure of service? 

This question brought sharply-conflict- 
ing views from members of the House 
Armed Services Committee during de- 
bate on the “hump”’ bill. 

Representative Charles E. Bennett (D- 
Fla) offered an amendment to provide 
that all officers forced out by the “hump” 
measure would have to be utilized by 
the Federal Government in some capac- 
ity until they reached the 26- or 30-year 
service points now provided in law for 
the Navy and Marine Corps, He said the 
Government is morally obligated to ful- 
fill its committments to such officers. 

Representative Paul J, Kilday (D- 
Tex) read Supreme Court rulings which 
show that officers have no guaranteed 
terms of service. He said, however, that 
many officers believe that the 26- and

30-year periods are guarantees and, on 
that basis, it is incumbent upon the Con- 
gress to compensate those whom the 
Navy and Marine Corps are compelled 
to force-out at earlier periods. 


Congressman Kilday said he and other 
members of the Committee had been 
reluctant to grant the Navy and Marine 
Corps such authority but it has now 
become apparent that unless action is 
taken to involuntarily retire about 3500 
older officers, almost twice that number 
of “younger, more vigorous officers” in 
the lower grades will be forced out. 
“Corrective action by the Congress has 
now become absolutely necessary,” he 
said. 

Congressman Bennett’s amendment 
was defeated and he was the only mem- 
ber who voted against the measure when 
the Committee approved the bill.

Automatic Reductions Voided 


Reductions of enlisted men to the 
lowest enlisted grade as an automatic 
result of court-martial sentences to con- 
finement or discharge have been pre- 
cluded by the U, S. Court of Military 
Appeals.

Army Tests Novel Polar Vehicle; 


Keebird’s Legs 


Race Underground 


(Snow-Ice Construction, Page 26) 


HOUGHTON, MICH. 


RADICALLY new Polar vehicle, 

whose runners ride under the 
snow at speeds up to 100 miles per 
hour, has been delivered to the Snow 
Ice Permafrost Research Establish- 
ment here for test and evaluation. 

Known as the Keebird, the vehicle 
is mounted on aluminum skis and is 
powered by a 300 horsepower Lycom- 
ing engine that operates a pusher- 
type, three-bladed propeller. 

The Keebird takes its name from 
the fictional Polar bird which sits on 
the North Pole, flapping its wings to 
keep warm while emitting plaintive 
laments concerning adverse weather 
conditions in the area. 

Keebird’s twin runners are about 
30 feet long, their tips are fitted with 
sharp blades that dig into the snow. 

Keebird’s runners are designed to 
travel under the snow rather than on 
the surface. The principle is similar 
to that employed in the design of 
hydrofoil marine vessels. 

The prototype is operated by air- 
plane-like controls from inside a two- 
man enclosure. 

Transportation Corps experts have 
hopes that the Keebird can be devel- 
oped to the point where it can be en- 





larged to carry as many as six or eight- 


man squads. Smaller versions are seen’ 


as a means of swift “under-the-snow” 
transportation for field commanders 
and doctors. 

In a demonstration for newsmen 19 
February, the vehicle attained a speed 
of approximately 35 miles per hour on 
the surface of the snow, 

The Station has not yet attempted 
to test the vehicle’s top speed. Some 
difficulty has been experienced with 
the controls which will have to be 
redesigned before speed runs are at- 
tempted under the surface. 

A SIPRE representative said that 
rudder-like controls will have to be 
designed for the rear of the skis to 
enable the vehicle to make tighter 
turns. Without some rear control, he 
said, the snow runner takes “about 
two miles to complete a circle.” 

When these difficulties are ironed 
out, the vehicle is expected to make 
speeds up to 100 miles per hour with 
its runners submerged about a foot 
beneath the surface of the snow. Ob- 
jective of having under-the-snow 
runners is to insure a smooth ride, 
lessen the jarring effect, and reduce 
the possibilty of accidents caused by 
rock-like ice formations on the sur- 
face of the snow.

In addition, officers in both categories 
will receive retired pay; not less than 
50% nor more than 75% of their active 
duty pay. 

A special provision of the “hump” plan, 
as re-written by the Committee, will en- 
title officers involuntarily retired to elect 
to receive their “force-out” pay in a sin- 
gle check, or spread over a three-year 
period (one-third of the full amount on 
the date of retirement and one-third on 
each of the next two anniversaries of the 
retirement date). This feature will ease 
the income-tax “bite.” 


Survivor Rights 


If an officer who elects the three-pay- 
ment option should die before receiving 
all of the payments, the unpaid balance 
goes to his wife, children or other close 
family survivors. 

Officers not selected for continuation 
on the active list and who voluntarily re- 
tire before the date specified for their 
retirement under the “hump” law will be 
authorized to receive the “force-out” pay, 
regardless, However, in computing the 
number of years of “early retirement,” 
the date on which they normally would 
have been forced-out will be used as the 
terminal date of their service. 

Another new section approved by the 
Committee provides that officers retired 
under the “hump” act “shall thereafter 
be considered as having retired volun- 
tarily.” This is designed to remove any 
stigma which might otherwise carry over 
into their retired status. 

The Committee also approved a new 
section specifically providing that no 
Medical, Dental, Medical Service Corps or 
Nurse Corps officer will be subject to the 
provisions of the “hump” act as long as 
the doctor-draft act continues in effect. 
The Navy had said it did not plan to as- 
sess “force-outs” among officers in these 
groups (and in the Chaplains Corps), but 
the Committee language provides statu- 
tory assurance to the medical arts group 
that no such action will be taken. 

In addition to the new language added 
to the proposal by the Committee, the 
group eliminated only one major provi- 
sion in the Navy-draft of the bill. The 
section which was dropped would, in ef- 
fect, have permitted “constructive credit” 
for pay purposes for some involuntarily- 
retired officers. 


Forced Retirement Totals 


Under the “hump” pian, the Navy will 
involuntarily retire 1500 captains and 
1000 commanders, and the Marine Corps 
will involuntarily retire 400 colonels and 
600 lieutenant colonels. 

Navy selection boards or specially-con- 
vened continuation boards will recom- 
mend captains for continuation on the 
active list if they have completed five 
years’ service in grade by the end of the 
fiscal year in which the boards meet. 
Those not selected will be forced to re- 
tire at the end of the fiscal year in which 
the report of the board is approved. 

However, if the law becomes effective 
and boards are convened before the end 
of the current fiscal year, officers not se- 
lected will be permitted to remain on 
active duty for six months before retire- 
ment. 

Marine Corps continuation boards will 
recommend colonels (except restricted 
Line) for continuation on the active list 
after they have twice-failed of selection 
to general officer rank. Those not recom- 
mended for continuation will be retired 
at the end of the fiscal year in which the 
report of the board is approved. If the 
law is approved and boards convened 
during the current fiscal year, those offi- 
cers not selected will be permitted to re-

tenant colonel, officers will be considered 
for continuation on the active list when 
they have twice failed of selection for 
promotion. Those not selected for con- 
tinuation will be retired at the end of 
the fiscal year in which the report is ap- 
proved, or in which they complete 20 
years’ total commissioned service, which- 
ever is later. As in the case of colonels 
and captains, those not selected by con- 
tinuation boards during the current fiscal 
year (provided the law takes effect that 
soon) will be permitted to remain on ac- 
tive duty for six months before retire- 
ment. 

Limited duty officers and women offi- 
cers, like officers in the medical arts, will 
not be eligible for forced retirement un- 
der the new rules. 


“Cuaranteed” Terms 

Officers considered and recommended 
for continuation on the active list will 
not again be subjected to consideration 
while in the same grade but will continue 
on the active list for their so-called “guar- 
anteed” terms of service. They will con- 
tinue to be eligible for promotion. 

These provisions of the “hump” Dill 
will expire on 30 June 1970, at which time 
it is anticipated that the “hump” will 
have been erased. 

A special section dealing only with 
promotions to lieutenant colonel in the 
Marine Corps will have an expiration 
date of 31 December 1964. 


“Most Outstanding Majors” 

This section provides that the Marine 
Corps may establish “zones of considera- 
tion” for male officers in the grade of 
major “in addition to or instead of” pro- 
motion zones for promotion to lieutenant 
colonel. Those in the “zone of considera- 
tion” who are not recommended for pro- 
motion will not be considered as “passed 
over.” 

The section is designed to permit “ad- 
vancement of the most outstanding ma- 
jors” without passing over other majors 
the Marine Corps needs and wants to re- 
tain. 

Navy captains serving in “spot” assign- 
ments as rear admirals could, if not se- 
lected for continuation, have their retire- 
ment deferred as long as they continue 
in the “spot” assignment or until they 
reach the age of 62. 

The measure is expected to win quick 
floor passage in the House and will go to 
the Senate Armed Services Committee 
for consideration.

Reluctant O.K. 


To Scrap 5 BB’s, 23 Cruisers, 15 Carriers 


HE Navy finally has won its up-hill fight to scrap 43 old warships. 
For almost two years, top admirals have been attempting to dispose of 29 

of the vessels—five battleships, 11 cruisers and 13 escort carriers. 

The Secretary of the Navy, who has authority to scrap ships which are “unfit” 
for further service, had told the admirals, in effect, to “go ahead, scrap ’em.” 

The Secretary of Defense also gave the undertaking his personal blessing. 

The House Appropriations Committee—eager to save the annual maintenance 
cost of keeping the ships in “mothballs’”—urged the Navy to speed its efforts to 


get rid of the old vessels. 


Chairman Holds Fort 

There was only one drawback: Chair- 
man Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

Chairman Vinson is widely recognized 
as the Navy’s “patron saint.” Seldom, if 
ever, have senior Naval officers actively 
opposed Mr. Vinson’s wishes, 

In this case, Navy officials went to 
see the Chairman in July 1957 and told 
him of their plans to dispose of the old 
warships. The Chairman said he didn’t 
think it was wise, in view of the troubled 
times, to scrap any ship bigger than a 
destroyer, 

Successive efforts by the Chief of 
Naval Operations and the Chief of the 
Bureau of Ships to persuade Mr. Vin- 
son to change his mind were unsuccess- 
ful. 

The Chairman was adamant. 


Navy Promised “Persuasion” 


Pressured by the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, the Navy said it didn’t really 
need approval to dispose of the vessels, 
but hinted that it was reluctant to take 
such action without Chairman Vinson’s 
OK. Many senior admirals know that 
without Mr. Vinson’s strong support 
they might never have been able to build 
the ships in the first place. They prom- 
ised, however, to “exercise more per- 
suasion” to get the Chairman to change 
his mind. 

Their efforts paid off on 24 February, 
when Chairman Vinson acknowledged 
that, although he disliked seeing the 
ships stricken from the list, it is now 
evident that they have outlived their 
usefulness. He told the Navy to go ahead 
with its plans to scrap the vessels. 


The total number of ships to be 
scrapped has grown, meanwhile, from 
29 to 43. 

RAdm. Denys W, Knoll, Director of 
Fleet Development and Maintenance, 
told Mr. Vinson it costs $2,795,000 an- 
nually to maintain the old warships, not 
counting personnel and real estate costs. 
Last year, the Navy told the Appropria- 
tions Committee that the total annual 
maintenance cost for 29 of the vessels 
is $12 million. 


$27 Million Scrap Return 


Admiral Knoll said the Navy can ex- 
pect to get about $27 million worth of 
salvageable materials out of the scrapped 
vessels. 


Ships to be scrapped include five bat- 
tleships: Tennessee, California, Colo- 
rado, Maryland and West Virginia; nine 
heavy cruisers: Chester, Louisville, 
Augusta, New Orleans, Portland, Min- 
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Is @ non-profit insurance association 
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neapolis, Tuscaloosa, San Francisco and 
Wichita; 14 light cruisers: Savannah, 
Honolulu, Cleveland, Columbia, Mont- 
pelier, Denver, Santa Fe, Birmingham, 
Mobile, Houston, San Diego, San Juan, 
Oakland and Reno, and 15 escort carriers. 

Twelve of the light cruisers and two of 
the escort carriers were not on the initial 
list opposed by Chairman Vinson. 


“Tenacity” Hit 

By giving the Navy the green light to 
dispose of the ships, Mr. Vinson has 
taken the admirals off the Appropria- 
tions Committee hook. 

His action also will take some of the 
sting out of the criticism voiced this 
year by the authoritative sea manual, 


Jane’s Fighting Ships, which noted edi- 
torially the U, S. Navy’s “tenacity” for 
“holding on to various obsolete war- 
ships.”

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AF Charts Critical Promotion Problem 


HE following two charts, which are being used by the Air Force to brief De- 
partment of Defense personnel officials, illustrate the growing senior grade 


promotion problem. 


The first chart plots the average time in grade of persons selected for field 
grade promotions. The second notes the per cent of eligible officers promoted to 
the next higher field grade from 1955 through the 1959 colonel selections to be 


released next week. 


Basic time-in-grade requirement for promotion to the three field grades is 
four years for colonel and lieutenant colonel and five years to major.

grade and general officers for every 1,- 
000 on the active list. The Navy may 
have 372 lieutenant commanders and 
above for every 1,000 officers. 

In the grade of lieutenant colonel (O- 
5) and above, the Air Force is allowed 
127 officers for every 1,000 on active duty, 
while both the Army and Navy receive 
183. 


7,000 More Field Graders 

Air Force officials point out that if 
they were authorized the same grade 
distribution as the Army, they could 
have 5,800 more field graders. If they 
could operate under the current Navy 
ratio, they could have 7,000 more officers 
in the grades of major, lieutenant colo- 
nel and colonel. 

At present, the Air Force has not filled 
all of its authorizations for field grade 
officers. At the end of Fiscal Year 1960 
it expects to have a total of 4,948 colo- 
nels on active duty, although 5,170 are 
authorized. At the same time, there will 
be an authorization for 10,452 lieutenant 
colonels, with 10,181 on duty in that 
grade, 

Majors will be over-strength at the 
end of Fiscal '60, with 23,162 on duty as 
opposed to an authorization for 23,090. 


1961 Is Critical 
The promotion problem will become 
critical after the Fiscal Year 1961 promo- 





tions, Air Force officials say. At that 
time, all the top grade billets will be 
filled. The only promotions possible will 
result from attrition in the higher 
grades. 

Even at the present time, Air Force 
officias say, the 1954 Grade Limitations 
Act is seriously slowing the Air Force 
promotion cycle. The average time in 
grade of those promoted to Colonel has 
risen from 4.0 years in 1955 to 7.2 years 
at present, Lieutenant colonel selectees 
had an average time in the grade of 
major of 5.0 years in 1955, as opposed to 
6.9 years at present. The time in grade 
for those selected to major has risen 
from 4.5 years in 1955 to 7.2 years, 

It now takes between 20 and 23 years 
for an Air Force officer to reach the 
grade of colonel. It takes about 13 years 
to be selected for major. Personnel of- 
ficials say that this is a reasonable time 
for officers to be promoted to these 
grades. 


Percentage Chances Low 


What they object to is the fact that, at 
best, only 4.3% of eligible Air Force lieu- 
tenant colonels can now be promoted to 
colonel, only 6.3% of those eligible can 
be promoted to lieutenant colonel, and 
only 10% of the eligibles can be selected 
for major. These percentages, they say, 
will grow even smaller unless new legis- 
lation is forthcoming.

Two TAC F-101 Sq.

Two TAC combat-ready Ninth Air

The units are the 17th and 18th Tacti- 
cal Reconnaissance Squadrons of the 432d 
Tactical Reconnaissance Wing, com:

Voodoo jets. It is a part of the 837th

squadrons. They will be assigned to the 
66th Tactical Reconnaissance Wing, orig- 
inally from Shaw, which has been in 
Europe since 1951.

Clyde B. East commands the 18th Squad- 
ron, Capt. Ernest C. Holland, jr., is op- 
erations officer. 








DoD Issues Charter 
For ROE Director 


The charter for the newly estab- 
lished Office of the Director of De- 
fense Research and Engineering, 
transferring to this Office the per- 
sonnel and functions of the former 
Office of the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense (Research and Engi- 
neering), has been issued by the 
Defense Department. The transfer 
also includes the administrative di- 
rection of the Weapons System 
Evaluation Group. 

The Director of Defense Re- 
search and Engineering is Dr. Her- 
bert F.. York, 

The charter provides that the 
Director be the principal adviser 
and staff assistant to the Secretary 
of Defense in the following func- 
tional fields: 

1, Scientific and technical mat- 
ters 

2. Basic and applied research 

3. Research, development, test 
and evaluation of weapons, weap- 
ons systems, and defense materiel 

4. Design and engineering for 
suitability, producibility, reliabil- 
ity, maintainability, and materials 
conservation. 

Under the direction, authority 
and control of the Secretary of De- 
fense, the Director of Defense Re- 
search and Engineering shall su- 
pervise all research and engineer- 
ing activities in the Department of 
Defense and shall perform speci- 
fied functions in his assigned field 
of responsibility. 

The charter also defines the Di- 
rector’s coordinating relationships 
with the military departments and 
other Department of Defense agen- 
cies having collateral or related 
functions.

The Air Force will announce next 
week selection of 317 lieutenant colonels 
for temporary promotion to colonel, 

Names of the new colonels will be 
published in the 7 March issue of Tuy 
JOURNAL, 

Those selected were chosen from 6115 
eligible lieutenant colonels. 

Most colonel-selectees, 279, were picked 
from among 5730 eligible lieutenant colo.

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Martin Mace Missile Has First Launching 
By AF Combat Crew At Holloman AFB 


A TM-76 Mace missile has been 
launched for the first time by a fully- 
trained Air Force combat launch crew at 
the Air Force Missile Development Cen- 
ter, Holloman AFB, N. Mex. 

The nine-man launch crew was part of 
Task Force Number One, a section of 
Tactical Air Command’s 4504th Missile 
Training Wing, stationed at Orlando 
AFB, Fila. 

For more than a year, the 100-man 
task force, which includes at least four 
launch crews and is the first Mace unit 
in Air Force history, has been training 
intensively with the tactical missile at 
Orlando. 

Actual launching of the Mace and con- 
solidation of the crews and the task Force 
were accomplished at AFMDC, where the 
TM-76, like its predecessor the TM-61 
Matador, has been under development 
jointly by the Air Force and the Martin 
Company. 

A small detachment of the 4504th Mis- 
sile Training Wing, consisting of one of- 
ficer and 14 airmen, has been stationed at 
AFMDC since 1957 handling the adminis- 
trative phases of training activities for 
both the Matador and Mace. This detach- 
ment is now permanent headquarters for 
the Mace firing program. 

Though both the Mace and Matador 
have been launched many times at Hollo- 
man in missions jointly operated by the 
Air Force and contractor personnel, this 
first “combat launch” was an exclusive 
Air Force operation carried out by Task 
Force Number One under “full field con- 
ditions.” 

Col, Charles F. Matheson commands 
Task Force Number One at Holloman. 
Personnel under Colonel Matheson in- 
clude Maj, Dawson K. Hargrove and 
Capt. Nicholas S. Stathis in charge of op- 
erations; Maj. Edward T. Card and Capt. 
Joseph Hearn in charge of maintenance; 
Capt. James E, Falconer, armament offi- 
cer; and Lt. Walter D. Hugo, jr., in charge 
of all vehicles including those used in 
launching operations. 

The four launch teams within the task 
force unit, with Flight Commander Capt. 
Grant H. Benson in over-all charge, are 
individually headed up by Lieutenants 
Donald J. Alser, Robert L. Bennett, Rich- 
ard P. Guest, and Robert F. Vaselenko. 


(Guest and Vaselenko are former Navy 
All-American football stars.) 

On hand for this memorable Mace 
launch was Col. Van H. Slayden, com- 
manding the 4504th Missile Training 
Wing, who flew in from Orlando AFB to 
supervise the entire mission. 


AF Will Deploy F-106 
To 3 ADC Squadrons 


The Air Force will locate its first three 
squadrons of F-106 “Delta Dart” fighter 
interceptors at McGuire AFB, N. J.; 
Geiger AFB, Wash.; and Andrews AFB, 
Md, The aircraft, which are in the Mach-2 
speed range, will be in place by late 
Spring or early Summer. 

An all-wether aircraft, the Convair- 
built “Delta Dart” is similar in appear- 
ance and a follow-on to the F-120 “Delta 
Dagger.” It will be armed with the 
Hughes Falcon missile and be able to 
carry the Douglas Genie, an air-to-air 
atomic rocket. Because of its range and 
speed, it provides an increased capability 
for intercepting hostile planes well away 
from potential targets. 


Through use of an advanced radar 
armament control system, the F-106 will 
be able to seek out and destroy unseen 
targets while under almost complete con- 
trol of SAGE computer centers. Its Pratt 
& Whitney 15,000-pound-thrust J-75 en- 
gine can push the “Delta Dart” to alti- 
tudes and speeds that will intercept any 
present day manned bomber,

The devotion to duty and earnestness of purpose displayed by Gen- 
eral of the Army George Catlett Marshall in his extraordinary long 
career stand out as the characteristics which have earned for him an 
unusual place in American history.

There have been times when 
he was the object of severe and unfair criticism, such as the brutal 
charges by the late Senator McCarthy, but always General Marshall let 
his record speak for himself. He was never one to issue statements ex- 
plaining his position nor to take sides politically. In fact, he is one of 
the few who has not written a book or given interviews glorifying his 
record or criticizing othérs. 

His retirement at Leesburg, Va., and Asheville, N. C., has been marked 
by his life long characteristics of simple dignity and gracious hospitality. 

History will judge him as he would want to be judged—by his record 
of devotion and earnestness. 


A Distinguished Career In Air Force Logistics

They’re Members Of The Team, Not ‘‘Dependents”’ 


We're glad to see the Army is taking action to discontinue the over- 
use of the legalistic word “dependents” in referring to the members of 
Service families. A recent issue of the Army Personnel Newsletter sug- 
gests that this term be avoided wherever possible. 

Another step in this direction was taken some months ago when the 
Strategic Air Command changed the name of its “Dependents Services” 
to “Family Services,” thus giving this praiseworthy organization a title 
more in keeping with the excellent work it performs. 

THE JOURNAL is particularly gratified at these steps because for many 
years we have used the word “family” instead of “dependent” except 
where the legal connotation of the latter word was necessary to express 
a precise meaning. We believe that the members of Service families are, 
in fact, full-fledged members of the defense team.

“Last Element of WPPA?” 


® An integrated officer, formerly a Re- 
serve, I’ve seen little, if any, discrimi- 
nation between those who are gradu- 
ates of the USMA and those others 
less fortunate. I have decried the tend- 
ency of some to blame the so-called 
WPPA for their own shortcomings, and 
still feel that way. 

A study of the lists of those selected 
for the 1959-60 classes at the NWC and 
ICAF as published in the 7 February 
issue of THE JOURNAL shows that, in 
general, selections are being made with- 
out regard to source of commission, Of 
the 73 officers listed, 30 are USMA 
graduates, 43 are not. Certainly no one 
would question a somewhat higher per- 
centage of Academy graduates. 

Further study reveals that 8 of the 11 
Corps of Engineers officers selected are 
West Pointers; on the other hand, of 
the 62 non-CE selections, only 22 are 
from the USMA. So. while the rest of 
the Army selects 35% West Pointers 
and 65% non-WPs for our highest mili- 
tary schools, the corresponding figures 
for the Corps of Engineers are 73% 
and 27%. Interesting! I also note that 
of the 11 Corps officers named, only one 
has had sufficient interest in the engi- 
neering profession to become a member 
of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers. 

I’m wondering if the Corps of Engi- 
neers is harboring the last major ele- 
ment of the WPPA. 

If so, it should be rooted out.

of active service, with retired pay based 
on 2% times their years of active sery. 
ice except that the Naval Reservists 
were limited to 50 per cent of base pay, 
and Regulars got anywhere from 
per cent to 75 per cent, depending on 
their years of Active Duty. 
The original object of the so-called 
Hopwood (Navy Dept.) amendment to 
the 1942 Act was to bring all these Navy 
officers up to the Army basis fixed by 
the 1940 Act—namely, 75 per cent of 
base pay, regardless of Active Duty 
service, if they had served at all in 
World War I. The attempt failed, and 
the Navy lost interest, when someone 
stupidly permitted the deletion of the 
words “heretofore or’ from the pend- 
ing Bill, thus eliminating those officers 
previously retired. 
Apparently these current opponents 
of Mr. Huddleston’s Bill have failed to 
note that it would restore the clearly- 
intended wording “heretofore or,” thus 
bringing those Regular and Reserve 
Navy officers up to the 75 per cent pre 
viously accorded their Army colleagues 
—presuming any of them are still alive, 
and I know some of them are. 
It would seem that some of the Navy 
Regulars who were so eager to protect 
their own in 1942 might give this some 
thought, and get behind Mr. Huddle 
ston’s Bill, which would at long last do 
for them what they tried, but failed, to 
do for themselves in 1942.

Competitive Tour “Lost Time” 


@ It appears that the Army has off- 
cially answered the question so many 
Competitive Tour officers have been 
pondering during past years. 

In the February 1959 issue of the 
Army Information Digest (the official 
U. S. Army magazine) the following 
box supplemented an article entitled, 
“Army Officer Promotion System”: 


“My commissioned service on the 
promotion list dates from 1 January 
1948, when I entered the Regular Army 
as a result of a competitive tour. My 
active duty before that date was ‘lost 
in the sense that if I had waited until 
the Augmentation Program I would be 
placed higher than my present position 
on the list. This seems to be a serious 
inequity.” 


(Here is the explanation) 

“When you enter the Regular Army, 
you exchange one set of contempe 
raries for another. Moreover, the Army 
has had, not one, but several augmel 
tation programs dating back to just 
after World War I. Each program haé 
its specific goals, and was applied 4 
equitably as possible consistent with 
the best interests of the service. Re 
garding your ‘lost’ service time, it % 
worth remembering that a position 
the permanent promotion list lower 
than your total actual service would 
warrant has certain off-setting adval 
tages. This ‘lost’ time could eventually 
be ‘recovered’ in the form of an oppor

can enable us to mount adequate, ready 
strength at all times from the more 
limited inventories dictated by the con- 
centrated unit power of the new weap- 
ons and their high unit costs. We must, 
in short, substitute more skillful man- 
agement, better logistic techniques and 
tools for the sheer inventory mass which 
carried us through the last global war. 


One basic approach to this is to 
shorten the logistic pipelines by increas- 
ing the speed and precision of response 
throughout the system. This is being 
accomplished now in a number of ways. 
The weapon system concept has helped 
us to reduce necessary retrofit time in 
the development, production and main- 
tenance of complex new weapon sys- 
tems. Airlift has cut transportation 
time from weeks to hours, The exten- 
sive, and increasing, use of electronic 
data processing equipment and vastly 
improved communications is dramat- 
ically shrinking the processing phase 
which once accounted for close to 80% 
of total support cycle time. Maximum 
use of all forms of mechanization and 
automation in materials handling with- 
in our depots has further trimmed the 
time between demand and supply. 

The effects of these accelerators has 
been augmented by a continuing drive 
for tighter and more precise manage- 
ment controls. We are sifting and 
categorizing as high and low value the 
million and a quarter items that make 
up our Air Force inventory, concentrat- 
ing priority high-speed techniques 
upon the relatively small bulk of high 
cost items which account for the great 
percentage of our material dollars. We 
have introduced monetary property 
accounting, competitive standards of 
depot performance, industrial work 
measurement methods. We _ have

ingly greater opportunity for a satisfy- 
ing over-all career than is possible in a 
smaller career force.” 

The “advantages” listed in the quoted 
article appear to be predicated upon 
nebulous possiblities—not realities, A 
test of their validity could be made by 
asking augmented RA officers if they 
wished to trade places with the Comp- 
Tourers and be assigned a lower per- 
manent promotion list position which 
would offer the “off-setting”’ advan- 
tages mentioned. It is doubtful whether 
many takers would raise their hands. 
Aside from the apparent disadvantages, 
no one would desire to risk the proba- 
bility of finding himself over-age in 
grade. 

Has there ever been a seemingly 
worthwhile goal which when once at- 
tained placed the attainer in a less 
desirable position than formerly? Un- 
fortunately, the Competitive Program 
seems to fit this description, 

Why, then, did an officer apply for an 
RA commission under this program? 
Answer: Because none of the officers 
concerned possessed a crystal ball which 
could forecast how and when (if ever) 
the Army proposed to distribute future 
Regular Army commissions. At the 
time, the Competitive Tour Program 
offered the only method whereby a cer- 
tain category of Reserve officers could 
obtain a Regular Army commission. It 
was not a time for indecision. 

It was also quite an experience. First, 
one applied (requiring many forms and 
recommendations from former supe- 
Tiors); then came a period of awaiting 
approval or disapproval of the appli- 
cation; next came the famous “tour” 
{with troops) extending over a period 
of a year with quarterly ratings from 
four different commanders; next was 
appearance before a board of officers; 
then a comprehensive written exami- 
nation; then a combined biographical- 
Psychological sketch; then a physical; 
and finally, if selected, probationary 
Service for three years. The small 
number of successful Competitive Tour 
officers offered mute testimony to the 
Severe selection criteria. 


sharpened the focus of executive 
energies by regular executive control 
meetings to isolate and determine treat- 
ment of trouble areas, 

The cumulative results of these 
logistic stimulants had become amply 
apparent by the end of 1958. Our 
strengthening direct support capability 
had by that time enabled us to 
significantly contract and consolidate 
the total logistics plant. In five years 
we had eliminated 23 command installa- 
tions in the ZI and overseas and 53,000 
manpower slots. By 1962 installation 
reductions will total 41, manpower re- 
ductions will stand at well over 65,000— 
better than one-fourth of our entire 
manpower requirement of a few years 
ago. In spite of an increase in flying 
hour requirements, however, the AOCP 
(aircraft out of commission awaiting 
parts) rate has remained low, in some 
cases been drastically reduced. The nor- 
mal resupply pipeline time from the ZI 
under the direct support concept has 
been cut from 90 plus to 10-15 days. 
Moreover, from the rapidly envolving 
concepts and techniques for the support 
of mixed forces we have distilled in 
advance the essentials for precision 
tailored support of the powerful new 
missiles about to enter our active in- 
ventories. The first operational THOR 
intermediate ballistic missile was fired 
from a specially constructed operational 
site at Vandenberg Air Force Base in 
December. And at San Bernardino the 
Ballistic Missiles Center, an_ elec- 
tronic hub of missile logistics— pro- 
totype of the vastly improved, semi- 
automatic systems of tomorrow—stands 
ready for the advent of the big birds. 

This progress toward a new calibre 
of logistic capability has grown from 
and produced widespread changes in 
industry, as well as within the military 
logistics organization. One major effect 


Some officers were assigned to 
branches other than the one in which 
they had been serving and thus were 
presented with the added difficulty of 
learning new procedures while per- 
forming the all-important tour. One 
other item may be of interest to the 
uninitiated—if the CompTour officer 
did not have prior service in (or was not 
serving in) one of the combat arms, he 
was packed off to the Infantry, Armor 
or Artillery for two years (or perma- 
nently). Don’t forget, this program was 
at its height during the outbreak of the 
1950 police action—many “toured” on 
the Korean front. Such is not meant 
to infer that some individuals declined 
to accept the “advantages” of Competi- 
tive Tour for that reason. 

The Competitive Tour officer asks to 
regain neither his lost pay nor his lost 
chances for promotion (including the 
period in 1950 when an RA officer was 
not allowed to be promoted temporarily 
more than one grade above his perma- 
nent rank). He merely wants to be con- 
sidered for promotion along with his 
original, although newly augmented, 
contemporaries—some of whom were 
unsuccessful CompTour candidates. 

As the Army Information Digest arti- 
cle relates, the CompTourer has ex- 
changed one set of contemporaries for 
another. What the story fails to bring 
out is that these new “contemporaries” 
are much younger than the average 
CompTour officer. Not only has the 
CompTour officer lost many permanent 
promotion list files; now he is forced 
to compete with officers many years 
his junior—i.e., he is still on Competi- 
tive Tour. He may have had experience 
in more assignments than his new con- 
temporaries, but is his stamina equal 
to theirs? One thing is certain, he has 
been offered more opportunities to “drop 
the ball” than have those with whom 
he now shares the same page on the 
PL. 

Formerly, the one thing that could 
not be tampered with in the Army was 
a computation dealing with active duty 
service time. It was solid, untouchable 
(almost sacred)—one had it and no one 
could take it away. If the question, 
“When in the entire history of the 


of the reduced inventories of the missile 
era has been the shift away from mass 
production to precision fabrication 
requiring an unprecedented degree of 
reliability. This has meant the realign- 
ment of facilities and skills within 
established defense industry. The 
missile-space era has also created and 
given key importance to whole new 
industries concentrated upon guidance, 
propulsion, and ground support equip- 
ment for the unmanned weapon sys- 
tems. 

Industrial management has faced 
some difficult challenges in this transi- 
tion period. The whole concept of in- 
dustrial preparedness planning has 
changed radically as the strategic impli- 
cations of the long-range missiles have 
gained in definition. Mobilization has 
become a present and continuous 
imperative, rather than a future con- 
tingency to be met by the gradual build- 
up of momentum, The new weapons 
call for the development, under urgent 
pressures, of new materials and manu- 
facturing methods, as well as the aggre- 
gation of highly trained, specialized 
manpower. In addtion to these de- 
mands, the rapid pace of technological 
evolution also places upon industry 
greatly expanded responsibilities for 
research and development, 

Inevitably the changes taking place 
in the military logistics organization 
and in supporting industry have re- 
sulted in new relationships which pre- 
sent both problems and promise for our 
future logistics. The weapon system 
concept has unquestionably, and un- 
avoidably, concentrated prime contracts 
among a smaller total of larger contrac- 
tors who possess the resources for the 
necessary research and overall manage- 
ment job. It has been difficult for many 
contractors accustomed to direct deal- 
ings with the Air Force to accept the

new relationships of sub or associate 
contractors. Similarly, the reduction in 
the totals of new weapons being pro- 
cured and the emphasis upon relatively 
new production fields have caused pain- 
ful dislocations within the defense in- 
dustry. On the whole, however, the 
constructive adjustment of industry to 
the impact of these new weapons has 
been a remarkable proof of the vigor 
and creative initiative of our industrial 
resources for defense, 

On the credit side of the ledger is 
an increasing immediacy of contact 
between the producer and the combat 
unit as we work toward the maximum 
simplicity and speed of source-to-user 
supply. This strengthened follow- 
through can be an important factor in 
continuing product improvement, 
Another trend with definite promise 
for the long-term maintenance of our 
technological superiority in weaponry 
is the so-called “company team con- 
cept.” On their own initiative in the 
“team” approach, companies spe- 
cializing in complementary fields of 
weapon system production pool their 
scientific, technological and manage- 
ment resources on an equal basis to bid 
for development of a new weapon sys- 
tem, 

This tendency toward a_ closer 
cohesion of effort, tighter teamwork, is 
perhaps the most outstanding single 
characteristic of the new logistics, It is 
a practical acknowledgement of the fact 
that the complexity of missile and space 
technology is so great, and the crucial 
race for supremacy so pressing, that 
we can no longer afford to grope our 
way along exclusively individualistic 
paths toward our common defense goal. 
In this realization—in unity of purpose, 
energies, brains—lies our best hope for 
increasingly effective logistics in the 
missile-space era, 


Officer Career Management Program.

For many years the problem of execu- 
tive development or career management 
has been the subject of extensive re- 
search not only with the services but 
the industry as well.

THE AIR FORCE’S PROPOSAL (Page 1) to seek Congres- 
sional authorization for an increase in field grade promotions 
is certain to encounter formidable obstacles. First, the 
plan must be sold to Defense Department officials, then to 
the Budget Bureau, and finally to Congress. 


HERE’S A RUNDOWN on the problem areas. The Air Force 
had succeeded in convincing the late Assistant Secretary 
of Defense William H. Francis, jr., of the need for 
legislative action to put its promotion authorizations 
on a par with those of the Army and Navy. Now, it will be 
necessary to plead the case before his successor, Assistant 
Secretary Charles C. Finucane, who then would have to 
take the matter to Deputy Secretary Quarles and 
Secretary McElroy. 









































ASSUMING THAT DOD gives a green light, the Budget Bureau presents 
another tough hurdle. A pertinent factor is the disclosure in last 
week’s issue of The Journal that the Air Force was turned down by 

the Budget Bureau and White House in its bid for an increased number 
of lieutenant generals. There is speculation the Air Force wants to 
make the Superintendent of the USAF Academy, Maj. Gen. James E. 
Briggs, a three-star officer, which is the rank held by the Superintendent 
at West Point, Lt. Gen. Garrison H. Davidson. 


CLEARANCE BY THE PENTAGON AND BUDGET BUREAU for the 
Air Force grade structure plan would put the issue before Congress. 
Last year, Congressional pressure forced the Pentagon to promise 

a study of what could be done to reduce the number of colonels and 
Navy captains. The Air Force, on the other hand, is seeking an 
opportunity to document its case for more colonels in proportion to its 
total strength, which is dropping. 


INTER-SERVICE TRANSFER AUTHORIZATION, provided in the 
1958 Reorganization Act, is finding a number of Navy pilots seeking a 
shift to the Air Force. These Navy pilots apparently feel that their 
chances for a full Service career are greater in the Air Force. Some 
are graduates of Annapolis. 


ALL OF THE SERVICES are expected to release implementing regulations 
on Inter-Service transfers next month. It’s a good bet that there will 
be relatively few Service swaps in the grades of major/lieutenant 
commander and above, but in the junior grades, a number of officers 
can be expected to change their uniforms. 


EXPANDED ALL-SERVICE ROLE is seen possible for the Army 
Information School at Ft. Slocum, N. Y. The Pentagon Reorganiza- 
tion action which has given Assistant Secretary Murray Snyder 
greatly increased operational responsibilities (The Journal 21 February) 
is certain to result in a new look at the Slocum facility to determine 
whether it should be converted into an Armed Forces Information 
School. 


ALTHOUGH NAMED “THE ARMY INFORMATION SCHOOL,” the 
Slocum installation frequently has enrolled more Air Force than 
Army people in many of its courses. The Air Force, however, provides 
no logistics or budgetary support for the school. The Navy and 
Marine Corps have elected not to send prospective public informa- 
tion officers to the Army school. 


THE INCREASED RESPONSIBILITIES of the unified and specified 
commanders will make it essential that their public information officers 
—perhaps to be known as public affairs officers—have a broad inter- 
Service background. A joint Information School, with cross-Service 
staffing seemingly would be of particular value at this time. The 
Army, for its part, recently took action to enhance the prestige of its 
Information School by requiring that all officers named for public 
information duties who lack experience in this field must attend 
classes at Slocum before taking up their new assignment. 


SHOULD ASSISTANT SECRETARY SNYDER decide that an Armed 
Forces Information School is desirable, he could count on the Services 
assigning top people to the faculty. There is little dispute in the 
Army that in the past years the Information School has not attracted 
the most skilled public information officers to faculty positions. 


THE ARMY “INVADED” the Officers Club at Albrook AFB, C. Z., during 
Exercise Banyan Tree (Page 1) to the extent of posting “STRAC” 
announcements on main bulletin boards. The Army placards carry 

the phrase: “U. S. Strategic Army Corps... the immediate answer 

to limited war.” There were those in the Composite Strike Force 
elements of the Tactical Air Command, participating in Banyan Tree, 
who had other ideas about “the immediate answer to limited war.” 


PENTAGON CHIEFS HAVE O.K.’d plans for a 1959 mobilization test of 
Army Reserve Forces. It will be similar to the annual nation-wide 
mobilization exercises conducted by the National Guard.

THE ARMY CONTINUES TO WITHHOLD an official statement that 
the lst Infantry Division at Ft. Riley, Kans., will be the divi- 
sion to be dropped from STRAC because of manpower cuts. Obviously, 
the two airborne divisions, the 82d at Ft. Bragg, N. C., and the 101st 
at Ft. Campbell, Ky., will be maintained at top readiness. Of the 
other two STRAC divisions, the 4th Infantry at Ft. Lewis, Wash. 
is in much better shape than the Ist. It goes without saying that the 
famed lst Infantry Division, known as the “Big Red One,” will be 
kept on the Army rolls, but not as part of STRAC. 


THE MOUNTING SUPPORT on Capitol Hill for legislation that would 
equalize benefits for retired military people, regardless of whether 
they finished active duty before or after 1 June 1958, may force the 
Pentagon and the Budget Bureau to reverse their positions on the 
matter. Legislation to rectify the pay injustice has strong bi-partisan 
support, and each week is gaining increased editorial endorsement 
in newspapers throughout the Nation. The chances now appear at 
least 50-50 that there will be favorable action during the present 
session of Congress. 


2D LT. McCLEARY A. DOUGLAS, USAF, holds the honor of being the 
last U. S. pilot to receive training in the F-86 Sabrejet. The 1067th 
student to enter the F-86 course at Williams AFB, Ariz., since its 
establishment in January 1956, he will graduate in July. Beginning 
in August, Williams classes will receive combat training in the F-100 
Super Sabre. 


THE NAVY CALLED ON THE ARMY for help with actuarial tables 
during hearings on the “Hump” bill (Page 1). The only data available 
for study by the House Armed Services Committee was supplied 
by the Army. 


NAVY PERSONNEL PLANNERS have been shaken by criticism from an 
unexpected quarter of the Navy’s vaunted promotion system. 
Chairman Carl Vinson, one of the Navy’s most powerful friends, made 
some harsh comments about the Navy selection system while urging 
his House Armed Services Committee to approve emergency “hump” 
legislation (page 1). 


COMMENTING that he has been actively involved in Navy personnel laws 
since 1916, Chairman Vinson said he hopes the time is approaching 
when “a complete study can be made of the method of promotions in 
the Navy.” He added that time has demonstrated that the system needs 
to be improved. 


ARMY SNOW & ICE EXPERTS will test a new way to construct giant 
igloos in Greenland this Summer. A plastic bag, tied down to form 
a hemisphere, will be inflated with a few pounds of air pressure. Then 
milled snow (see page 26) will be blown onto the bag. After the snow 
“age-hardens,” the bag will be deflated and pulled out of a small hole 
dug into the snow house. 


BORROWING THE MARINE CORPS’ geodesic dome idea, the Army 
Corps of Engineers is evaluating still another method of igloo 
construction. The geodesic domes are set up, covered with milled snow 
and allowed to set. After a few weeks, under proper temperature 
conditions, the aluminum inner dome is dismantled, leaving a 30-foot 
snow house. The king-sized igloos can be used to house troops, as 
missile storage sites, truck, tractor and snow-plow garages, and as 
helicopter hangars. 


FINANCIALLY EMBARRASSED COAST GUARDSMEN need not 
fear that making loans from the Welfare Fund will have an adverse 
effect on their careers. Headquarters advises that records of borrowed 
money are maintained in a file that is kept separate from their 
Service records. 


ENTHUSIASM FOR LEGISLATION to restore the traditional balance 
between active duty pay and retired pay continues to grow in Congress. 
Latest count (see Capitol Action, page 23) shows that eight more Members 
of the House have introduced remedial legislation. This makes a total 
of 38 sponsors in the House and 30 in the Senate. 


CALIFORNIA REPRESENTATIVES were among the first House members 
to introduce proposals to equalize retired pay, but the new sponsors 
represent districts in Montana, Connecticut, Alabama, Arkansas, Maine, 
Illinois, Maryland and South Carolina. This indicates that retired 
families are busy writing effective letters urging support for the 
action to equalize pay benefits. 


MILITARY PROTOCOL IS STRESSED at Boston University’s Army 
ROTC Department, under Lt. Col. William B. Scruggs, jr. To assure 
that all senior ROTC cadets are “socially correct before they go on 
active duty,” a university press release states, they were observed for 
any “infractions of the rules” at a tea dance 20 February by Colonel 
Scruggs and Capt. Andrew M. Rutherford, Assistant PMST. The 
University noted that the cadets’ errors will be pointed out to them 
later and “they will have an opportunity to rectify their mistakes at 
another social” later in the semester. “Wives and fiancees of the cadets 
will also gain from this experience,” Colonel Scruggs reported. “When 
they enter the service they’ll be expected to be in step with the rest 
of the Army wives.” At a military ball last fall, 40% of the cadets were 
detected to have made social errors.

HOT FOOD AT SLOCUM 


The first model of a tray warm- 
ing device, developed by the post 
engineers and mess hall personnel 
at Ft. Slocum, N, Y., is now being 
prepared for daily use in the con- 
solidated mess hall, The idea be- 
hind the tray-warmer is to provide 
an efficient means of pre-warming 
compartmentalized metal food 
trays so that food isn’t cooled too 
quickly by contact with the cold 
trays. 

Made from an ordinary tray 
rack, the new device features four- 
150 watt projector lamps, equally 
spaced within to evenly distribute 
the heat. Sliding doors in front and 
enclosed sides and back retain the 
heat. The device is made entirely 
of tin, for reasons of good heat 
conduction and ease of cleaning.

Army Report Shows 
Less Combat Men 


A drop in the percentage of Army per- 
sonnel assigned to combat forces will 
be recorded in the Army’s 1958 progress 
report now in preparation, 

The report notes that the percentage 
of Army personnel assigned primary com- 
bat missions dropped from 65.8% in 1957 
to 62.5% in 1958. 

During FY ’58, percentage increases 
were recorded in non-combat Army func- 
tions. 

The percentage of Army personnel de- 
voted to logistical, intelligence and ad- 
ministrative functions increased from 
9.3% in 1957 to 9.9% at the end of FY 
’58. Special activities, including interna- 
tional, diplomatic, political and research 
functions, took 6.8% of Army strength 
at the end of FY ’58 as compared with 
6.1% at the end of FY ’57. 

Training activities, including instruc- 
tors and trainees, rose to 18.1% of Army 
strength at the end of FY ’58 as com- 
pared to 16.6% the year before. Transient 
and hospitalized personnel during the pe- 
riod rose from 2.2% to 2.7% of all Army 
personnel,

Soldiers Home 
Geriatrics Work Cited 


The U.S. Soldiers Home has been given 
a Department of the Army Award for its 
safety record in 1958. Governor of the 
Home, General Wade H. Haislip, USA- 
Ret., received the award certificate 
from Lt. Gen. James F. Collins, Army 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, in 
a brief ceremony on Friday, 20 February. 


In making the presentation General 
Collins said the award was deceptively 
simple. No mention was made of the six 
years of continuous study in the field 
of geriatric problems nor of the special 
measures adopted to insure the safety 
of older members in the Home. 


In 1952 General Haislip called for a 
special survey of the institution by the 
Corps of Engineers. Their findings and 
those of the Home’s medical staff led 
to the recently cited safety record, and 
also provided a wealth of information to 
geriatricians and others interested in the 
problems of the aged. 

As a result of the study the Soldiers 
Home began a program to eliminate not 
only the obvious hazards but also those 
factors which imperil the older men 
whose sight, hearing and coordination 
are inadequate, 

Field of vision, for example, is nar- 
rower in the aged. Coupled with slower 
reflexes and reduced hearing, the older 


person is particularly susceptible to 
bruises as he moves from place to plaee. 
Brighter illumination is one safety 


measure noticeable at the U. S. Soldiers 
Home. Footpaths and walkways are im- 
pressively marked and step risers are 
coated with reflecting-type paint. Where 
possible, ramps have been installed in 
place of stairs. 

Deafness is sometimes accompanied by 
a distorted sense of balance. To prevent 
falls, stout hand rails are mounted at 
entrances, even at a single step rise. 
Non-skid surfaces cover all floors in 
rooms and corridors used by the older 
citizens. 

The various lounges at the Home have 
arm chairs, stools and tables with splayed 
legs to make them more stable. Though 
hardly noticeably, the chairs are several 
inches higher than those seen elsewhere. 
The added height means greater ease in 
rising. 

The entire safety program at the U. S. 
Soldiers Home has been praised by the 
National Safety Council. They awarded 
the Home a plaque for merit in achieving 
a 1957-1958 record of no disabling in- 
juries. 





TOPS PHYSICAL SCORE 


It isn’t often that anyone scores 
the maximum 500 points in a U.S. 
Army physical fitness test, but 32- 
year-old Capt. Harry E, Dodge of 
Fort Benning, went one step fur- 
ther in recording a 510 point total. 

Capt. Dodge, a member of the 
Basic Airborne Committee of the 
U. S. Army Infantry School’s Air- 
borne-Air Mobility Department, 
accomplished the unusual feat via 
a perfect score in the test plus five 
additional points for each year of 
age exceeding 30.

General Supplies Manager Studied By DoD, 
Industry Balks At Electron Tube Purchaser 


Extension of the military single man- 
ager concept to cover general supplies, 
tools and other devices which are used 
by all Services is under study by the De- 
partment of Defense. 

This was told to THE JOURNAL by Mr. 
C. P. Milne, Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Supply and Logistics, in- 
terviewed at the American Ordnance As- 
sociation luncheon meeting 19 February 
in Washington, D. C. Mr. Milne is slated 
for a new appointment as Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy for Materiel. 

There are now four commodity single 
manager assignments in operation, the 
Medical Supply Agency and Petroleum 
Supply Agency operated by the Navy, 
and the Subsistence Supply Agency and 
Clothing and Textile Supply Agency op- 
erated by the Army. Each of the Services 
also has been assigned to be a single 
manager for transportation, with land, 
sea and air transportation assigned to 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, respec- 
tively. 

Decision to establish the new com- 
modity manager for general goods, Mr. 
Milne said, will not be made for several 
months, until present Defense Depart- 





ment studies are completed. 

The Deputy Assistant Secretary also 
noted that the Defense Department is 
examining the possibility of assigning 
one Service as the single purchaser of 
all electron tubes for the military de- 
partments. 

Alluding to industry opposition to the 
unification of electron tube procurement, 
Mr. Milne said that this proposal was 
“getting static from industry.” No final 
decision has been reached at the Penta- 
gon on this plan, he said. 

Unlike single manager assignments, 
single purchase assignments do not au- 
thorize a Service to manage, store, and 
distribute a single commodity or service 
for all Military Departments. Under a 
single purchase arrangement, one De- 
partment is designated only as the buy- 
ing agent for the others. 

As an example of single purchase op- 
erations, Mr. Milne said, the Army buys 
all combat and general automotive equip- 
ment for its sister services, the Navy 
buys materiel handling equipment and 
the Air Force is the sole buyer of photo- 
graphic equipment and airport lighting 
fixtures.

AMC Orders Testbed C-130 With Auxiliary 
Turbojets For Boundary Layer Control 


A new version C-130—using both prop- 
jet and turbojet engines—is under devel- 
opment at Lockheed’s Marietta, Ga, Divi- 
sion. 

Such a troop-cargo carrier would be 
used for assault operations to front line 
airstrips, where. take-off and landing dis- 
tance is at a premium. 

The Air Force’s Air Materiel Com- 
mand has awarded Lockheed Aircraft 
Corporation a contract to build a flying 
testbed C-130 capable of further reducing 
take-off and landing distances of the 
Hercules. 

The military contract, announced by 
Carl Kotchian, vice-president and gen- 
eral manager of Lockheed’s Georgia Di- 
vision, calls for modifying a C-130 to in- 
clude a “boundary layer control” system. 

The C-130s currently in operation with 
the Air Force fly at speeds of 350-miles- 
per-hour, and altitudes upward to 35,- 
000 feet, and they can transport 92 troops 
or up to 20 tons of equipment, 

Two jet engines will be added to the 
testbed C-130 to blow a constant flow of 
air over the ailerons, flaps, rudder, and 
elevators during the landing and take-off 
operations, These jets will be in addi- 
tion to the four prop-jet Allison T-56 en- 
gines now used to power the airplane. 

The “boundary layer control” jet en- 
gines will be hung in pods under the wing 
so they are readily accessible for main- 
tenance and can be easily removed when 
not needed. The addition of the pods does 





not seriously reduce the speed or range 
of the airplane. 

The “boundary layer control” part of 
the plane’s operation will be used only 
for take-offs and landings where the field 
lengths are extremely short, such as 
would be the case in a forward combat 
zone.

Army Engineers Study Snow-Ice 
Materials For Roads And Runways 


HOUGHTON, MICcu. 


RMY Corps of Engineer scientists are striving to perfect a method of construct- 
ing durable snow and ice roads and runways that will stand up under heavy 


loads in Polar regions. 


Experts at the Snow, Ice & Permafrost Research Establishment here have dis- 
covered that strong roads and landing strips can be built of milled, compacted snow, 
Test milled snow roads‘and runways constructed to date have been able to handle 
vehicles and planes up to 10,000 pounds gross weight without serious damage to the 
finished surfaces. Heavier aircraft, however, have a tendency to dig pits into the 


runways. Continuing experiments are 
being conducted in an attempt to over- 
come this limiting factor. 


Research studies by SIPRE specialists 
have shown that when snow is forced 
through a snow-plow’s funnel there is a 
breakdown of the basic snow particles. 
This change in the structure of the snow 
is known as disaggregation. After snow 
has been forced through a snow plow it 
takes on the consistency of fine sand or 
granulated sugar. 

In temperatures ranging from below 
zero to approximately 10 degrees above 
zero, the smaller snow particles donate 
their mass to the binding of larger parti- 
cles, 

The Army has tested a number of vari- 
eties of snow plows and has determined 
that the Peter Snow Plow—a Swiss 
manufactured piece of equipment—is best 
suited to its needs. The Peter Plow, 
sometimes called the Peter Miller, bites 
into hard packed snow with ease, In 
operation, the Peter Plow can cut a path- 
way five feet deep and 1,000 feet long in 
about an hour. During this period, the 
Peter Plow is able to dislodge between 
500 and 1,000 tons of snow, depending 
upon its composition. The Plow is 
powered by two 100 horse-power, diesel- 
hydraulic, Mercedes-Benz motors. 

It has cut trenches to a depth of 23 feet 
by retracing its path four times. 

Construction of test Polar roads and 
airstrips is achieved by directing the 
Plow’s funnel toward a selected area. 
After the milled snow has settled, it is 
compressed into place with compacting 
tractors, such as the Army’s D-8 Cater- 
pillar tractor equipped with heavy 
rollers. 

The process can be repeated as many 
times as necessary to attain the desired 
road-bed depth. After a road or runway 
has been completed, it is left idle for a 
period of from two to three weeks, de- 
pending upon the mean temperature in 
the area. During this period, a phenom- 
enon known as “age hardening” takes 
place. This process results in a doubling 
of the density of milled snow. 

Another method of building roadways 
and runways is by employment of a 
snow-packing vehicle designed by the 
Engineering Research and Development 
Laboratory, Ft. Belvoir, Va. This ma- 
chine churns hard-packed snow or ice 
into tiny pieces and then melts it by 
means of a built-in fire-box which throws 
flames directly onto the ground particles. 
Before the slush is given a chance to 
freeze, a rolling machine levels it. 

SIPRE officials, however, feel that the 
mechanical Peter milling method offers 
the best solution to Polar road-bed con- 





struction since it does not require fuel 
for heating snow or ice. 

Asked if planes would be able to land 
on ice and snow runways without danger 
of skidding when brakes are applied, a 
SIPRE expert pointed out that in tem- 
peratures up to 10 degrees above zero 
compacted runways are as safe as con- 
crete landing strips. He said it is only 
when the surface is wet that aircraft 
are placed in jeopardy. 


Grumman O.K. 
For Army Prop-Jets 


A $22 million production contract for 
35 prop-jet Army Mohawk airplanes will 
go to Grumman Aircraft Engineering 
Corporation, according to an announce- 
ment issued 23 February by the Long 
Island, N. Y, firm. 

A “notice of award” has been submit- 
ted to Grumman, the announcement said. 

One of the largest—9000 Ibs. empty 
weight—fixed-wing airplanes to enter 
Army service, and the first Army airplane 
to utilize prop-jet power, the Mohawk 
has been designed to operate from small 
unimproved fields on observation and 
surveillance missions, 

Officially designated the AO-1AF, the 
Mohawk features a 59-knot stall speed 
and relatively the same short take-off 
and landing (STOL) capabilities as the 
Army’s present light-weight single 
engine airplanes. 

The new contract will be a “follow-on” 
to an April 1958-awarded contract calling 
for the production of nine prototype 
models scheduled to undergo extensive 
testing and evaluation by the Navy’s Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, which administers 
contracts for the Army airplane. 

Prop-jet power for the new aircraft 
will be supplied by two Lycoming T-53L3 
engines mounted in above-the-wing 
nacelles. Each is rated at 1005 ESHP. 

Equipped with tricycle landing gear, 
the airplane has a wing span of 42 feet 
and an over-all length of 41 feet. 

Order Tracer Planes 

The Navy has awarded a $28.4 million 
follow-on production contract to Grum- 
man Aircraft Engineering Corp., Beth- 
page, Long Island, N. Y., for WF 
Tracer planes, 

The WF-2 is used to provide early 
warning to the fleet of an impending 
attack by enemy ships or planes. The 
aircraft is equipped with a large mush- 
room-shaped radome that houses long- 
range detection gear.

Marquardt Aircraft Company of Van 
Nuys, Calif., has reported that over 200 
flights of its RJ43 series supersonic ram- 
jet engine have been completed in op- 
erations on the Boeing Bomarc inter- 
ceptor missile, Lockheed Kingfisher tar- 
get drone and the Lockheed X-7 test ve- 
hicle. 

Bomarc firings from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., during 1958 were highlighted by 
use of the SAGE (semi-automatic ground 
environment) system which alerted, fired 
and guided the missile from a control 
point at Kingston, N. Y., 1200 miles from 
the launch site. In one SAGE test firing, 
two Bomarcs were launched simultane- 
ously against multiple targets (QB-1T 
drones) with successful interceptions. 

The Kingfisher program, a develop- 
ment of the Lockheed Q-5 target drone, 
enabled the Army to test fire two of its 
ground-to-air missiles against a super- 
sonic drone for the first time, Like the 
X-7, the Kingfisher is powered by a single 
RJ43 ramjet.
